WHITE RUSSIANS 
BATTLE CHINESE 


Streets of Entire Foreign 
Settlement Patrolled by 
Troops of Many WNation- 
alities. 


Shanghai, March 22.—(AP) 
(Tuesday. )—Strikers and 150,- 


000 Shantungese were sacking’. 


the Chinese quarter of Shang- 
hai at noon today. A reign of 
absolute terror prevailed. 


Shanghai, March 21.—(4)—The n¢- 
tive city of Shanghai, China’s great- 
est port and most important, trade 
center, which fell into the hands of 
the nationalists this morning, was 
seething tonight with bitter street 
fighting and turbulent riots. 

Sitting on the lid of the boiling 
cauldron and guarding the 357,000 in- 
habitants of the international scttle« 
ment, were 15,000 foreign protective 
forces, inchiding 1,500 United States 
marines,, backed by the big guns of 
the. large international fleet in the 
Whangpoo river. Several times today 
the foreign settlement felt reverbera- 
tions of the chaos reigning in the nae 
tive city, but tonight it was veig 
quie¢ with its residents obeying the 
warning to remain: indoors. 

“Situation Grave. 

The situation, eréatéd by the pre 
cipitate retréat of the northern troops 
and the advance of the southerners 
was one of the greatest gravity for 
the foreign population and its de- 
fenders. With a general strike ef- 
fective and the streets filled with 
truculent natives, the position of the 
international settlement was fraught 
With danger. 

Sniping and clashes between British 
soldiers and Chinese troops—possibly 
retreating northerners—resulted in the 
death of two British Punjabi soldiers 
and the wounding of ten other sol- 
diers and police. There was no reports 
tonight that Americans had been in- 
volved in the fighting.

that this was ~ crime of revenge. lost 
their meaning as the slain editor's 
wife confessed that she and her lover 
head crept upstairs in the early hours 
of Sunday morning and killed Snyder 
as he slept. : 


Although the murderers had ar- 


| ranged evervthing in the Snyder home 


to give the appearance of violence. 
even to the extent of binding and 


|gagging the wife so that she had to 


thump on the floor and arouse her 9- 
year-old daughter. Lorraine. to make, 
known the crime, Gray’s hotel room in 
Syracuse contained incriminating evi- 
dence such as a “jimmy” wrapped in 
cloth, rubber gloves and a torn shirt. 
corresponding to linen fragments found 
in the editor's bedroom. 

If Mrs. Synder’s story is true, Gray 
planned his alibi with skill and fore- 
thought, murdered the husband he 
wished out of the way by means of 
chloroform, strangulation and blows 
on the head, upset the house to give 
the appearance of a struggle, bound 
his sweetheart to avert suspicion from 
her and returned safely to Syracuse, 
where he had registered at a hotel 
last Friday. 

Accomplishing all this with the cun- 
ning of a Landru or a Troppmann, he 
then had failed to-dispose of evidence 
so incriminating as to virtually cono- 
demn him despite his protestations of 
innocence. 

For the rubber gloves. the “jimmy,” 
the torn shirt were described by Mrs. 
Snrder in her confession to the police 
before Gray, a corset salesman, was 
sought and arrested in Syracuse. 

Wife Believes in Him. 

Gray's wife and mother refused to 
believe him guilty. The former has 
retained a lawyer who issued a state- 
ment on her behalf to the effect that 
she received a special delivery letter 
from her husband, pastmarked Syra- 
cuse, 5:30 p. m., March 19, 1927. She 
advanced t e opinion that someone 
else of the same name had become /a- 
volved with Mrs. Snyder. 

The corset salesman denies emphat- 
ically that he left Syracuse between 
Friday and the time of his arrest, 
Monday morning. In letters to his 
wife at East Orange, Gray had given 
details of business engagements which 
would have tended to establish an 
alibi for him. 

A “love diary,” one of those in- 
evitable documents which appear in 
so many murder mysteries to betray 
their authors, was found by the po- 
lice, however. It had been kept by 
Mrs. Synder. and in it she had given 
day-by- day details of her affair with 
Gray. had written of how ther de- 
ceived her husband and had told of 
hér dislike for the latter. 

When the police confronted her with 
this little black book, two bv three 
inches in size, the woman’s nerve fail- 
ed her, and she made her remarkable 
statement.

IN SHANGHAI FIGHT

Several great fires started during the 
struggle. 

In the midst of the conflict, white 
Russians with a Shantungese armored 
train fired heavily on places were 
armed Kuomin Tang bodies were be- 
lieved to have congregated and the 
artillery fire demolished a restaurant. 
killing several occupants. One or two 
shells from the native city fell in the 
foreign settlement, but caused no dam- 
age. One shell, a dud, fell in. the 
grounds of the American Presbyterian 
mission without cansing damage. 

Tonight the streets of the entire 
foreign settlement were patrolled by 
troops of many nationalities. Shops 
and houses were closed and only a few 
people were on the streets. 

General Ho Ying Yin, commander 
of the nationalist troops in the prov- 
ince of Chekiang, who has achieved one 
of the Cantonese chief ambitiors in 
capture of this great city, still was 
resting on the outskirts tonight ana 
was expected to enter Shanghai to- 
morrow, heading the first natronalist 
division. 

The British cruiser Enterprise has 
left Shanghai and is believed to be 
én route to the city of Ningpo where 
a general strike is in progress. 

Looting Is Started. 

One of the most serious of the 
day's incidents occurred tonight when 
a band of Chinese soldiers, presuma- 
bly attached to the retreating northern 
army, broke through the barrier to 
the north of the intenational settle- 
ments and began looting. Two Brit- 
ish armored cars sped to the scene 
in response to calls from the police. 

Lieutenant Newman, Corporal Ains- 
lie and two soldiers were wounded 
although not seriously by machine gun 
tire which was directed at the first 
ear. The second car towed the lead- 
ing one away under heavy fire, at the 
same time returning the fusillade. 

Soon after the vanguard of the 
Cantonese army had entered the na- 
tive city this morning, the municipal 
council declared a state of emergency 
and landing parties of all nationali- 
ties represented in the Shainghat naval 
concentration, including 1.500 ma- 
rines, disembarked. The . Americans 
are patrolling the northern and west- 
ern military districts where trouble 
is likely to develop becavse of the 
eeneral strike. The marines were in 
tull equipment, including machine guns 
and metal helmets. 

The calling of the general strike 
of Chinese workers was to celebrate 
the fall of the city. The strike appar- 
ently is thoroughly effective. all the 
cotton mills being closed and the trans- 
port services paralyzed.

Shanghai is the chief center of 
American activity va the Far East, 
if not in the entire eastern hemis- 
phere. There are 2.000 civilian Ameri- 
can residents in Shanghai and they 
represent the headquarters of about 
an equal number scattered all over 
Chiaa and the Kast Indies. 

“The history of the development of 
foreign tenancy in Shanghai begins in 
1842 when the Chinese in the treaty 
of Nanking gave the British the right 
to live and trade fa Shanghai. The 
following year in the treaty of Hoo- 
munchae, the Chinese granted to the 
British the right to set apart houses 
and grounds at fair rates. The treaty 
also provided that the same rights 
would be granted to all other foreign- 
ers. whose. nationals had previously 
landed at Canton, 

A tract of 180 acres was set aside 
for. foreign residence. In 1849 an 
area was set aside for the French and 
shortly thereafter one for the Ameri- 
cans, many of whom already had been 
accepted in the British area. In 1854 
the settlemeats were for a short time 
united under a set of land regulations 
issued by the American, British and 
French consuls. but the French con- 
sul’s action was ‘aot upheld in Paris 
and he was forced to withdraw his 
signature. The French concession 
from that date has been administered 
separately from the international set- 
tlement which is British and Amer- 
ican. 

International Settlement. 

The international settlement, as it 
is Known today, was formed in 1869 
by joint action of the British and 
American consuls under a fnew set of 
land regulations including a form of 
government as it exists today. 

The municipal council governing the 
interaational settlement consists of 
not more than nine nor fewer than 
five persons. elected annually by for- 
eigners owning land valued at more 
thai $300 (500 taels), or paying an 
assessment of $6, or as householders 
paving an assessed rental of not less 
than $3500 a year. 

The qualification for election to the 
council was that the candidate be a 


forei ner paying an araual assessment 
$30, or as a householder, paying 
vn an assessed rental of $720 a year. 

The council is subject to the 
scrutiny of the consuls of the treaty 
powers and they are its channel of 
communication with the Chinese au- 
thorities on one side and the diplo- 
matic body in Pekin on the other. All 
judicial power over foreigners is vested 
in the.various consular. eourts. The 
court for the Americans is called the 
United States court for China. When 
beth Chinese and foreigners are in- 
volved in the same case the handling 
is somewhat complicated. 

Chinesé Dissatisfied. 

The Chinese, for several years, have 
been dissatisfied with the governmen- 
tal arrangements. In the international 
settlement, which contains 8 2-3 square 
miles, and the French concession 
which contains four square miles, the 
total foreign population is only 36,800 


in the municipal council, They have 
been offered three, but have refused. 
In the courts reform already has 
heen made. For some vears Chinese 
magistrates have heard all cases which 
concerned Chinese alone. But recent- 
ly the settlement authorities have 
agreed to recognize the Shanghai pro- 
visional court, set up by. the pro- 
vincial authorities, which will try all 
Chinese defendants, even when foreign- 
ers are concerned as plaintiffs, com- 
plainants, or employers, provided, how- 
ever, that in the first two instances 
the consular authority may send apn 
official to sit with the Chinese judge. 
The foreign residents of Shanghai. 
and particularly the British and 


Americans, have not. restricted their 
residence to the international settle- 
ment. They have moved westward of 
the metropolis to the more aftractive 
areas asound the suburbs of Jessfield 
and Siccawei. It was from these places 
that the British recently recalled all 
the foreign residents as the Cantonese 
approached the city. The international] 
settlement police have for several 
years extended their patrols out be- 


yond these suburbs.

DR. KLEIN’S WISE WORDS. 

In a notable address recently in 
Atlanta, Dr. Julius Klein, director 
of the federal bureau of foreign and 
domestic commerce, urged diversifi- 
cation, not only of agricultural, but 
of industrial products. He said: 


“Diversification is the key to as- 
sured regular prosperity—the safest 
and sanest corrective of the violent 
gyrations of the business cycle. For- 
eign trade affords an invaluable contri- 
bution to such diversity and we can, 
therefore, gauge the foreign trade 
prospects of any territory by apprais- 
ing the multiplicity of its products 
and of their possible oversea markets.” 


No man in America, perhaps, is 
as conversant with our foreign 
trade as Dr. Klein, who is the chief 
of that division of the department 
of commerce, which division in it- 
self is one of the paramount func- 
tions of that branch of government. 
Therefore, he speaks knowingly, 
‘and his words are of tremendous 
significance at this time. 

Agriculture and industry are, or 
certainly should be, closely coor- 
dinated. That is why thoughtful 
people of an agricultural section— 
like the southeast—advocate the de- 
centralization of industry—that is, 
the distribution of «manufacturing 
plants throughout the territory, 
rather than a concentration, as is 
seen in Pittsburgh and “Detroit.

The only other notable Georgiau in 
their class that I can recall is Mrs. 
Rebecea Latimer Felton, who v-ears 
the distinction of having been the 
first woman in our American history 
to occupy by right’a seat in the sen- 
ate of the United States.

The practice and prestige of his 
temperance principles grew with Lis 
years and when, in the 80's Atlanta 
made her first essay with local option 
law against saloons it was Judge Hill- 
yer who helped to lead her and that 
she chose for her mayor. 

Judge Hillyer is the only known 
survivor of the famous Charleston 
convention of democrats in 1860 that 
divided the party that year, !'ed to 
the election of Lincoln to the presi- 
dency, and precipitated the war be- 
tween the states. 

In that war he served with yalor 
and honor, emerging from the dolor: 
ous surrender with the rank of ma- 
jor, and he is now one of the oldest 
of the United Confederate veterans 
who are to be in annual session in 
Tampa April 5 to 8.

Lausanne Conference Seen 
As Aid to Religious Unity 


BY HERB M’CUSKER. 
Warning. that the forthcoming 


world conference on “faith and order” 
to be held at Lausanne. Switzerland, 
by some 500 representatives of 87 dif- 
ferent churches will not ‘‘solve in three 
weeks the problems of the centuries,” 
Sir Henry Lunn. of London, world 
famous publicist, churchman and phil- 
anthropist, before the Atlanta Friars 
club Monday night declared that the 
conference will result in a. decided 
advancement toward ultimate unifica- 
tion of Christian churches. Some 50 
clergymen and business men were pres- 
ent at the Capital City club. 

Taking as his theme “unity” of re- 
ligion, Sir Henry informatively traced 
through the ages various efforts made 
to unify religion from the first great 
conference held in Constantinople in 
325 A. D.. until the Stockholm uni- 
versal Christian conference held last 
year and in which the English visitor 
played a prominent part. 


“We are about to take a long jour- 
ney in our efforts to establish unity.” 


a way station. 
may easily eorrect problems of state 
but religion cannot reach its goal so 
easily.” 

“One of the urgent needs of this 
conterence as well as of any similar 
conference involving such problems as 
will be present at Lausanne is coordi- 
nation of spirit. By that I mean that 
every representative of every com- 
munion must go there in the spirit 
that will cast aside any ambition for 
preeminence. Rather it is necessary 
that the representative be reconciled 
to subordinating his open mind tothe 
opinion of others; that each be pre- 
pared to testify as to those things 
which are of his knowledge and ex:

Unity Coming Gradually. 

Relating how Christianity has grad- 
ually become unified to a great extent 
through the “underlying unity of all 
Christian religions,” the distinguished

Greater watchfulness of world 
events, not only locally but universal- 
ly, should be exercised by Protestant 
churches, Sir Henry declared. “The 
clergy should not be content with 
knowing what is happening in its 
own denomination but should watch 
everything in other parts of the world. 
A little bit more geography would be 
a good thing for Protestant churches,” 
he asserted. 

Relating great differences existent 
years ago in England which have 
been abridged as a result of a series 
of conferences held from time to time, 
Sir Henry told his hearers how the 
became cognizant of the 
danger of the various breaches and 
how they worked for closer unity. He 
told. how he himself had called a 
number of small meetings. summoning 
authoritative heads of the various 
communions and of the great amount 
of good realized. 

“IT only hope that the clergy of At- 
lanta will realize the great importance 
in the Lausanne world conference,” 
he said, “and that this great under- 
taking will have the undivided sup- 
port of all gathered here.” 

The Lausanne conference will last 
from August 3 to 21, 1927. The con- 
ference on “faith and order’’ is the 
outcome of a meeting held in Eidin- 
burgh in 1910, and from the start has 
been a cooperative project.

New Orleans, March 21.—(/)—The 
cotton market was active today, stim- 
ulated by the small total ginnings of 
17,687,607 running bales for the 
season.

Bethlehem Steel was bought even 
while the rest of the market was sell- 
ing off.

Ginning Report 
Shows ’26 Crop 
Largest Ever 


Washington, March 21.—(#)—The 
annual report today 
showing cotton ginned from the 1926 
crop placed the amount at 17,687,607 
running “ales, counting 656," 
round bales as half bales, and exclud- 
ing linters, making it the largest crop 
ever grown. In equivalent 500-pound 
bales the crop was placed at 17,.910,- 
208 bales, as compared with 18.618,- 
000 bales, the December estimate of 
the department of agriculture. 

Included in the statistics were 234.- 
041 bales which ginners estimated 
would be ginned after the March c-n- 
vass, a quantity larger than ever be- 
fore. Reports to tie department of 
agriculture indicate that there is a 
considerable quantity of cotton still 
remaining in the fields in Texas, Ok- 
lahoma and North Carolina. 

Officials feel the department's De- 
cember estimate was not far wrong 
and that had all the cotton grown 
last year been picked the crop prob- 
ably would have beeu larger than the 
December estimate. The difference in 
the agriculture estimate: and the 
quantity actually ginned or to _ be 
ginned is around 707,000 bales, or 
about 4 per nt. 

It was considered problematical 
whether increased price for cotton 
in some of the cotton 
still remaining in the fields being 
picked. A check up of ginners’ esti- 
mates of ectton to be ginned after 
the March canvass will be made by 
the census bureau later.

SALM SEPARATION 
SUIT DISMISSED 


New York, March 21.—The last 
chapter in another romance between 
an American heiress and a foreign 
nobleman came to an end Monday eve- 
ning when Supreme Court Justice 
Levy announced he had disposed of 
the Count Salm-Millicent Rogers af- 
fair. 

In dismissing the Austrian count’s 
separation suit against the Standard 
Oil heiress, the judge confirmed re- 
ports of a “complete and satisfactory 
agreement” reached out of court. 

Following a conference with attor- 
neys for the count and the Rogers 
family, Justice Levy declared that his 
chief interest was in the welfare of 
Peter, the couple’s infant son. 

“IT am satisfied that the infant’s 
future has been well provided for,” 
Levy said, He also revealed that 
there was no possibility of the count 
and countess becoming reconciled -to 
each other. 

“That there will ever be a recon- 
ciliation is hopeless,” the justice said. 

Under terms of the agreement the 
countess becomes the custodian of lit- 
tle Peter and the count takes a cash 
settlement, presumably $300.000 as re- 
ported last week. Justice Levy, how- 
ever, described it merely as “a very 
dignified sum.”’ 

The count’s rights to visit Peter 
and guide his education are provided 
for. The count may have temporary 
eustody of his son one week in each 
month. Every other summer the boy 
is to be taken abroad to visit his 
father, who expects to spend most of 
his time in Europe, although he plans 
to go through with his application for 
American citizenship. 

The countess agrees to pay for 
Peter's support and education. He is 
to be educated in an American college 
but will have two years of study in 
Europe. 

Count Ludwig Salm Von Hoog- 
straeten had brought suit against Mil- 
licent Rogers, daughter of a vice pres- 
ident of the Standard Oil company, 
on charges of abandonment. In reach- 
ing the final agreement before Justice 
levy, the count’s attorneys declared 
that their client felt the proofs he 
had introduced when the trial was 
started several months ago gave him 
complete vindication.

New York, March 21.—(By the As- 
sociated Press.)—The stock market 
displayed a complete reversal of form 
today, selling down rather sharply in 
the morning when pressure was re- 
newed against several industrials and 
specialties, but rallying briskly later 
under the leadership of the high grade 
rails. Many stocks moved counter to 
the general trend throughout the day, 
with the result that final quotations 
disclosed considerable irregularity. 
Trading did not maintain the active 
pace set in the closing days of last 
week. 

Outside the stock market, chief 
speculative interest centered in the 
rally of $2.50 to $3 a bale in cotton, 
following the publication of the census 
bureau estimate on ginnings. This 
showed only 17,910,258 bales, as 
against the December estimate of 18,- 
618,000, the widest diserepancy in the 
last ten years. The trade had ex- 
pected the actual figures to be close 
to the December estimate. Other 
commodities showed little change. 

The shifting of speculative interest 
from the industrials to the rails in 
the stock market was the familiar 
maneuver staged by professional op- 
erators whenever one group shows 
signs of tiring. It was not associated 
with anything in the day's news, al- 
though the attractive return provided 
by many high grade railroad stocks, 
as compared with the current yield on 
high grade bonds, was advanced as a 
“reason” for the accumulation of the 
carriers’ stock. The usual merger and 
dividend rumors were in circulation, 
but continued to lack confirmation. 

From a stock market standpoint, 
two of the most interesting develop- 


ments of the day took place after the 
close. One was the publication of the 
weekly federal reserve bank statement 
on brokers’ loans, showing an increase 
of $21,658,000 in the week ended last 
Wednesday, and the other was the an- 
nouncement that William C. Durant, 
who has been prominently identified 
with several important market opera- 
tions in the last few years, proposes 
to devote his entire time to his motor 
interests. Call money held steady at 
4 per cent all day and there was no 
change in time money and commercial 
paper. 

Atchison again came to the fore as 
a market leader, scoring an extreme 
gain of over 6 points, most of which 
was retained. by touching 179 3-4. 
Notwithstanding President Storey’s 
recent conservative remarks on diti- 
dend policy, the heavy buying of this 
stock revived talk of a special dis- 
tribution. Norfolk & Western, the 
ficating supply of which has been re- 
duced by the Pennsylvania railroad’s 
purchases in the last year, moved up 
over 3 points to a record high at 
175 3-8. Buffalo, Rochester & Pitts- 
burgh, ordinarily inactive, jumped 5 
points to 104. Pere Marquette, Dela- 
ware & Hudson and Lackawanna also 
recorded sharp gains. 

General Motors was again the bell- 

wether of the industrials, transactions 
in that issue alone comprising more 
than one-tenth of the day’s entire 
volume of business. The stock closed 
at 179 after having dipped to 175 1-2. 
United States Steel common closed 
a point higher at 163 1-2. Com- 
mercial Solvents B seared 7 points 
to a record top ai 278 3-4, and zood 
buying developed in Montgomery- 
Ward, National Lead and Woolworth. 
Houston Oil was again under prcs- 
sure, breaking about 10 points to 
97 1-2, and then recovering about half 
its loss. Renewal of selling pressure 
against American Brown Boveri. the 
Continental Baking. the Southern 
Dairies issues. and Warner Brothers 
Pictures sent all of them to new low 
levels for the year.

GRAIN MARKETS 


RALLY AT CLOSE 


Chicago, March 21.—(®)—Grain 
markets rallied at the last today aft- 
er wheat and corn had touched new 
low price records for the season. Re- 
ports were current that United States 
winter wheat was underselling wheat 
from Argentina and that for at least 
the time being the Canadian growers’ 
pool had ceased to offer wheat abroad. 
Closing quotations on wheat were 
unsettled at the same as Saturday's 
finish to 1-4¢c higher, corn unchanged 
to 3-8c up, oats unchanged to 1-4c ad- 
vance, and provisions unchanged to 
a rise of 10c. 

Rallies in the wheat market began 
to develop when it was pointed out 
that prices had descended to 9c a 
bushel under the quotations current a 
fortnight ago. Under such  circum- 
stances, many traders leaned to the 
view that bear news had been dis- 
counted, and that a recovery was to 
be expected. Relative firmness of 
Liverpool quotations despite a big in- 
crease of the amount of wheat on 
ocean passage was also a steadying 
factor. 

Domestic cash demand for wheat 
showed a little improvement today. On 
the other, 683,000 bushel decreace of 
the states visible supply total was less 
than had been looked for. export busi- 
ness in North American wheat amount- 
ed to only 300,000 bushels, and world 
shipments were well above expectation. 
Much of the selling which - carried 
wheat down to the lowest prices vet 
this season came from houses with 
connections northwest nad southwest, 
and was regarded as reflecting special- 
ly favorable conditions both for spring 
and winter wheat. 

A slightly better shipping demand 
helped to rally the corn market. Be- 
sides, the corn visible supply increased 
only 16.000 bushels, and a further 
falling off in the movement is expect- 
ed. No pressure to sell was apparent 
in the oats trade.
